took extra precautions. 


Plans to secure possession of the Telluride mill wrere foiled by dispatching a Gatling gun section and 


infantrymen to the plant. 
Information of this contemplated move on the part of the strikers was given in an 


affidavit reciting as desperate an a ct in the intimidation of employes as has ever come to the knowledge of 


the civil authorities. 


The mills are surrounded by troops. 
The quiet of the strikers was broken last night by a test on their 


part to see how far the military would go. 
Three men disregarded the challenge of sentries, and had to be 


driven off by a rifle volley. 


The need of troops at Colorado City has become apparent to all. 
Business men, all who have the welfare 


of the city at heart, are unanimous in praising the governor for the quick sending of the militia. 
The Mining 


Exchange brokers are unanimous in indorsing the action of the chief executive of the state. 
A telegram of 


thanks sent to the governor sets forth the feeling of the community in this particular. 


But praise for the rapid handling of a lawless element is not restricted to Colorado Springs. 
Telegrams 


and messages from all sections of the state and country have been laid on Governor Peabody’s desk, each 


commending the stand he has taken. 


The situation has not lost any of its seriousness; 
intimidation is being practiced on the famifies of the 


men now working in the mills. 
The members of the Mill and Smeltermen’s union declare they have no inten­ 


tion of giving up. 


A joint committee representing the city council and the chamber of commerce of Colorado City met Gen­ 


eral Manager MacNeill of the United States Reduction Company, but nothing was accomplished toward ending 


the strike.

Chicago, March 4.—Western railroad 
managements are in a quandary re­ 
garding what action to take with refer­ 
ence to annual passes which were is­ 
sued and sent to shippers b'efore the 
passage of the Elkins law. 


Many thousands of such passes are 
outstanding, and although they were 
issued before the new statute went into 
effect, the general opinion is that their 
use is now illegal and will subject both 
the railroads and users to a fine for 
violations of the act. It is thought that 
the interstate commerce eommissioji 
will not refrain from including these 
outstanding annual passes when they 
begin to investigate matters.

When Knapp left the jail, in charge 
of Sheriff Blsdorf, and Chief Keum- 
m.erllng, in a cab, he was not hand­ 
cuffed and was treated with considera­ 
tion. 
Before the arraignment he 
sat 
quietly in police court chatting with 
the officers. 
He was talkative and 
told the story of how a horse kicked 
him on the head when he was 
five 
years old. His sister, Mrs. Sadie Went- 
zel, of Cincinnati, was the only mem­ 
ber of the family with him. 


When the proceedings began Knapp 
stood up and the affidavit charging 
him with choking Hannah Goddard, 
wife No. 3, to death, was read. Mayor 
Bosch explained to the prisoner 
his 
rights and asked him to plead “not 
guilty.” 
“1 suppose I might as well.” 
Mrs. Wentzel then arose and ex­ 
plained that no attorney had bee'h en­ 
gaged for Knapp and that she would 
arrange for the counsel and notify tfife 
authorities here at once of his plea. 
Knapp was taken back to jail as quiet­ 
ly as he had left i t Mrs. Wentzel, aft­ 
er a long talk with Mayor Bosch, fol­ 
lowed the prisoner to the jail, and 
there had another confidential talk 
with him, alter which, sha left 
for 


Cincinnati to secure the services of an 
attorney.

Senator Wood thought It would pre­ 
vent the progress of many towns, and 
would open the way to litigation. Sen­ 
ator Rush spoke eloquently to preserve 
the clause which protects the rights of 
the people. 
He gave the subject a 
thorough threshing over, and in the 
course of his rem arks, stated that some 
of the people who opposed the bill 
had "either a 'w rong or a too acute 
conception of Its m eaning.” 
He was 
gi;eatly opposed to the giving away 
of valuable rights belonging to the 
people, without proper compensation. 
He said th at corporations not 
only 
grab franchises worth millions of dol­ 
lars, but after these franchises have 
been secured, sometimes through col­ 
lusion with city councils, ofter refuse 
to pay their taxes, and refuse to treat 
the people right. Senator Rush thinks 
some restraint should be held over 
the public servants, who are too often 
the servants of the corporations in­ 
stead of the contracting representa­ 
tives of the public. 
An amendment 
which puts the m atter under the juris­ 
diction of the district court when any 
action is taken, was favored by Sena­ 
tor Rush. 
He thought a m atter of 
this kind can better bo trusted in the 
hands of a district judge, th a n 1 in the 
hands of some city councils. 
The bill 
passed as amended In committee of 
the whole, and the gratification of 
seuators and spectators was plainly 
evident. 


To P rotect Stockholders 


Senate bill No. 130, Senator Rush. 
This bill is for the protection to hold­ 
ers of stock in order that the stock­ 
holders will get proper representation 
in a new company, when a merger is 
formed. 
The bill ia designed to com­ 
pel promoters and financiers to make 
the transfer of shares according to 
their intrinsic value. The value to be 
determined at a meeting of stockhold­ 
ers of the companies to be merged, be­ 
fore any merger is made, and all stock­ 
holders m ust be informed regarding 
the agreement of those attending the 
meeting. The bill further provides for 
the merging and consolidation of cor­ 
porations organized under the laws of 
Colorado, and repeals general sections 
No. 346, No. 347, No. 348 and No. 349 
of the general statutes of Colorado, 
and any other laws which conflict.

have the public believe. H anlon showed 
th a t the high opinion in which he had 
been held by Californian 
boxing 
en­ 
thusiasts has been justified. 
The contest from a spectacular stan d ­ 
point w as the best ever w itnessed on 
the coast, both m en p u ttin g up a clean, 
hard, scientific contest. 
C orbett's ex­ 
perience and knowledge of the 
gam e 
saved him on several occasions from the 
defeat which seemed to be his inevitable 
portion. B ut the m inute’s interval did 
w onders for the D enverite and he cam e 
back a t the C alifornian alw ays willing 
and ready to take the blows which 
H anlon rained on his head and body. 
F ro m the first to the seventh rounds 
H anlon had a shade the better of the 
contest b u t the lucky seventh w as the 
turning point apparently in the tide of 
battle in C orbett’s favor. A t one stage 
in this round it seemed as if the little 
Californian could not w ard off a knock­ 
out, but his w onderful punishm ent-tak- 
ing powers stood him in good stead and 
the call of tim e w as a welcome sound 
for him. 
From the seventh until the 20th it 
w as a give and tak e contest and to the 
pro-H anlon house present it seemed as 
if the decision should be his.

D uring the 
last 10 rounds H anlon had C orbett on 
Queer stre et on several occasions but 
each tim e the D enver lad cam e back 
strong and willing for the fray, taking 
m uch punishm ent and alw ays aw aiting 
an opportunity to send his rig h t to the 
head or his left to the body. C orbett’s 
best blow developed in tonight's fight 
w as a right uppercut to the chin and 
the C alifornian’s heretofore alm ost im ­ 
pregnable guard w as beaten down on 
m ore th an one occasion, C orbett send­ 
ing in his rig h t to th e chin repeatedly. 
Tow ard the end of the contest he split 
H anlon’s rig h t eye open and had the 
Frisco boy’s nose beaten out of shape. 
H anlon’s best blow s w ere a right to 
the body and rig h ts and lefts to the 
head and he did his m ost effective 
w ork a t close range. W henever Cor­ 
b ett stood off from him it w as disas­ 
trous for Eddie as the form er Invari­ 
ably rushed in sending his rig h t to 
either the body or the head. 
H anlon 
beat C orbett’s guard down on a t least 
four occasions and had th e Denver lad 
in an alm ost defenseless condition and 
the D enver lad w as forced to hang on 
to avoid punishm ent and a knockout.

MINERS AT CAMP 
OPPOSE A ÏÏRIKE 
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❖ 
Special to the Gazette. 
C ripple Creek, M arch 3.—MinerH were lalklnK with on'^ auolhor 
this afternoon on the street corners, and their conversation was over­ 
heard in several cases, and in nearly every case it wa.s rem arked by 
the m en th a t this was not their trouble, one or two going so far as to 
say they would pull out of the union before they would strike at this 
tim e. 
The m inors are standing on the corners tonight discussing the sit­ 
uation, and w hile all are in sym pathy w ith the striker.s, by their con­ 
versation they are antagonistic to being called out on a sym pathetic 
strike. 
So far it cannot be verified th a t a single union has held a m eet­ 
ing th is week, called for the purpose of considering anything in regard 
to the strik e question. 
Several of the business men of this city this afternoon replied to 
the question: “ W hat will be the outcom e of the strike in this d istrict?” 
M ayor C rane replied th a t it was his opinion th at it was too sm all a 
m a tte r to am ount to anything. 


This w as a day of rum ors and un­ 
certainty regarding the labor situation 
in the district. 
The strike a t Colorado 
City had its effect on the m ining in ter­ 
ests here and was practically the sole 
topic of conversation, but through it 
all there w as confldencc th a t the threaf- 
ened trouble would blow over ar.tl th at 
the cam p would not suiter any general 
strike. 
In fact, the m atter is looked 
upon by business men as m ere rum ors. 
W hile a few of the large m ines in 
the district w ere served today w ith a 
w ritten request or dem and by the ex­ 
ecutive board of d istrict .\o. 1 of the 
W estern F ederation of M iners not to 
ship any m ore ore to the Standard, 
P ortland or T elluride mills on and 
after the 9th of th is m onth, this is not 
looked upon as anything of a startlin g 
n ature by the level-headed m en of the 
district. 
M iners of the C ripple Creek district 
are not m ade up of the foreign cle­ 
m ent. They are m ostly A m ericans, and 
while they are w illing to stand by 
union principles in different m atters, 
they are also aw are th a t they m ust be 
conservative in a ease like this, and 
it is believed if it comes to a referen­ 
dum vote by the different unions for a 
w alkout in Cripple Creek, it will be 
voted down by th ree-quarters of the 
m en present, and tliey express them ­ 
selves very freely as being satisfled 
w ith the existing conditions here at 
this tim e. 
H arry Shepard, a w ell-know n stock 
broker of cam p, said ho did n 't think 
the strik e would reach here a t all. 
“T here are too m any sensible men in 
the union to allow a strike to take 
place at th is tim e,” said Mr. Shepard. 
Jam es F. H adley, a prom inent banker, 
said: "It will never reach a siege for 
th e district. 
I w ant to see th e men 
w in, and I am in perfect sym pathy 
w ith them in the m ovem ent, for I be­ 
lieve in holding up wages, bnt the 
m iners know th a t they cannot afford 
to. take up other people’s fights, under 
the conditions, as it would m ean too 
m uch of a hardship on all of them . 
As 
long as they are receiving all they ask, 
w hy should they strik e? 
T hey are 
aw are th a t it would be im possible for 
the business houses in the d istrict to 
carry them through a siege of this kind, 
they know ing the conditions th a t have 
existed here for the past year in busi­ 
ness lines.’’

DELAY IN WARSHIP BUILDING. 


TO PRESERVE THE PEACE AND PREVENT 
BLOODSHED. 
T 


H E CALLING out of the m ilitia by Governor Peabody 


to presarve peace and protect persons and property 


a t Colorado City is both timely and proper. 


¡The numerous acts of lawlessness committed during 


th e past few days and the menacing attitude of the strik­ 


ers convinced the sheriff th at it was impossible for his 
Office to afford the protection to life and property which 


th e law imposes upon th at office and hence his request of 
th e governor for troops. 
conditions as developed in this strike are but 


frepetitions of such incidents elsewhere, almost without 


exception, and shows how easily men are led from meet­ 


ings to mobs. The union is prom pt to assert that all law­ 


lessness is condemned by it, but if this be true it is clearly 


apparent th at the influence of the union is not powerful 


fenough to prevent it, and in such a crisis the only resort 


is to the civil authorities, and finally to the militia. 


The prom pt action of the governor has doubtless pre­ 


vented bloodshed, for the desperate characters who arc 


well known and who have lately appeared on the scene 


have not come here for the purpose of assisting in the 
preservation of the peace. 
They undoubtedly have an­ 


other mission which we believe will be short-lived by 


reason, of the prom pt and effectual action which has been 


taken.

HE PASSAGE? of the bill providing for the building 
of four new battleships indicates a desire on th6 
part of congress to move with moderation regardless 
of the huge naval program s o£ Germany, Great Britain 
aud some of the other powers. 
The difficulty with the enlargem ent of our navy is 
not in the ships authorized by congress, but in the delay 
in completing these ships after the contracts have been 
let. 
These hindrances are so great and apparently so un­ 
reasonable as to call for a thorough and a searching in­ 
vestigation. 
These delays are due to a variety of causes, 
one of which is the “easiness" of the government, and 
were our foreign relations critical would be dangerous. 
The battleship Maine was 17 months over the contract 
limit for her completion; the Missouri is 20 months over­ 
due, and the Ohio 29. Other vessels are all the way from 
ten to thirteen months behind in delivery. This is an evil 
that ought to be correctcd, if for no other reason than 
that it keeps th e '“paper” proportion of our naval strength 
so high as to deceive the casual citizen as to our power on 
the seas. 
Every ship-building contractor is quick to take ad­ 
vantage of the bonus given him for increased speed over 
and above that specified in tho contract, but he was never 
known to pay a penalty for non-compliance with the 
time lim it in the same contract w ithout vigorous protest. 
The contract should call for the completion of these 
vessels within a reasonable length of time, all conditions 
tt be considered, and the government should then en­ 
force the contract to the letter.

N IXDEPENDENT newspaper, such as the Gazette 
purposes to be, ought be able to fill an im portant 
placc in the life of this community. 
By independence we do not mean neutrality, th at pecu­ 
liar frame of mind which has no particular opinions upon 
any subject of public importance. 
But a newspaper that 
is really independent can serve a useful purpose in any 
community. 
It has a distinct advantage of the journal whose edi­ 
torial opinions are known the moment the party caucus 
arrives at a decision, cr even before that. No newspaper 
can bo really helpful to a city or state, th at is com­ 
mitted in advance to any policy which a party, clique or 
faction may see fit to pursue. 
It is always a good thing for a community wiien it lias 
a newspaper which is prepared to consider, fairly, candidly 
and honestly, questions as they shall arise, and which will 
not hesitate to speak openly and frankly along lines which 
it considers best for the public welfare. 
This need not be done in a spirit of captious criticism, 
but rather with a view to bringing forward all sides of 
a question in order that the public may be enlightened and 
hence be able to give an honest judgment. 
We greatly 
mistake the temper and the attitude of the people of Colo­ 
rado Springs if such a position does not meet with theii 
unqualified approval. 


SPECIAL SESSION OF THE SENATE. 


NEW WORK OF COLORADO COLLEGE. 


r IS now settled that the new Presbyterian college is 
f 
not to come to Colorado Springs. There is therefore 
no occasion to debate the question whether or not 
the city ought to have in it more than one institution of 
higher education. 
Colorado college has the field, and it deserves the un­ 
divided loyalty and the cordial support of the entire 
community. It has given to Colorado Springs an atm os­ 
phere which belongs only to the university town. It has 
gathered together an able and influential faculty. 
tls student body is steadily enlarging, and every year 
young men and women are entering the body of its 
alumni who remember w ith deepening gratitude, as tha 
years go by, their debt to the college, and are eager to 
Come back to renew their old associations. 
S h e college is every year adding to the m aterial wealth 
b f the city» but, far better, it is one of the strongest influ­ 
ences—If not the strongest—in building up its higher life, 
and it Is destined more and more to play a leading part 
In a ll the life of the city and of the region round about. 
!Tfc0 college is about to take another step in advance, 
{fi! departm ent of engineering is to be opened, and the 
¡opportunities offered to young people to be greatly en­ 
larged. This advance has been determined upon th at the 
institution may meet the needs of the section of country 
to which it seeks to minister. 
Such enlargem ent calls for large increase in endow­ 
m ent funds, for new buildings and costly equipment. To 
secure w hat is needed will require something more than 
th e untiring efforts of one man, or of a group of men. 
It can come only as a result of the education of the men 
o f wealth in the city and the state by a public opinion 
which is the product of loyal devotion to the institution 
and a clear recognition of the work it has done and is to do. 
If this community will as a unit come to believe in 
the college in the measure in which the college deserves 
such belief, there will be no difficulty in securing the 
funds necessary for its proper development. 
W e tru st that the proverb, “A prophet is not without 
honor save in his own country,” will not receive new 
verification L ere, th at the college which has won enthusi­ 
astic recognition the country over in all circles where 
genuine scholarship and devotion to the best standards of 
life are valued, will not fail to secure at home the united 
love and unfaltering loyalty of the community, without 
whose generous sympathy in the days of its early struggles, 
it could never have come to its present commanding posi­ 
tion of influence. 


-*HE PRESIDENT has issued a call for a special ses­ 
sion of the senate to bo convened on March 5. How 
long it will remain in session after assembling ouiy 
one having the gift of prophecy can tell. 
The call for the senate demonstrates rather clearly 
one of two things, perhaps both—th at the members of 
the dominant party are not in accord with the wishes 
of the chief executive in the m atter of legislation or that 
tho “courtesy'’ of unlimited debate has been strained be­ 
yond all reason. 
Though no specific subjects are men­ 
tioned in the call, undoubtedly the two chief things to 
be considered are the Panam a treaty and the Cuban 
treaty. 
Assuming th at both political parties are favorably 
disposed toward the canal treaty, it has been possible for 
Senator Morgan and his strange “bed-fellow,” Senator 
Quay, to throttle action by threatening to make a speech 
every tim e an attem pt was made to set a day for a vote 
upon the treaty. 
A fine state of affairs, indeed, which is hardly less 
irritating to the country than to our strenuous chief ex­ 
ecutive. 
The Cuban treaty dem onstrates beyond question that 
the Republican leaders who control legislation are not 
in accord with the president. The country is committed, 
morally at- least, to a measure of reciprocity which would 
give the Cuban sugar and tobacco growers a chance to 
sell their product and do business upon a living basis. 
But so ingrained is the doctrine of high protection to 
industries needing no protection whatever, that recipro­ 
city has been slain where it should have had its strongest 
friends. The moral obligation has been wholly lost sight 
of. 
Even now’, with a special session in prospect, there is 
grave doubt whether President Roosevelt will be able 
to secure the fulfillment of his wishes so persistently 
urged since his very first message to congress. 


THE IRISH U ND BILL. 


Mr. Van E. Rouse displays rem arkable enthusiasm in 
his desire Jo secure $10,000,000 in gold bullion for use 
in reproducing the state capitol in m iniature a t the St. 
Louis exposition. It would certainly be a spectacular way 
of calling attention to one of Colorado’s greatest indus­ 
tries, and it would attract alm ost as much attention as 
the Montana silver statue at the Chicago fair. 
Never­ 
theless, Mr. Rouse is clearly inviting trouble in attem pt­ 
ing to care for the $10,000,000 after he gets it. 


It is to be regretted th at the president’s trip to Colo­ 
rado will not bo made in tim e to enable him to be present 
at the opening of the new Y. M. C. A. building of this 
City. Inasmuch as Mr. Roosevelt helped to lay the corner­ 
stone, it would have been very pleasant to have had him 
Witness the completion of the project. 


>iJ A rush 'fro m Dawson City to a new gold strike Is re­ 
ported. The principal features of life in Alaska are “the 
rush’* from one camp to another and the lack of gold. 


T IS TO be hoped that the long standing differences 
between Irish landlords and tenants will be settled 
upon the basis now proposed by a committee repre­ 
senting both sides. 
If the bill of the m inistry contains 
the essential features of the agreement made between the 
landlords and tenants, the land difficulties in Ireland 
ought soon to become a thing of the past. Briefly stated, 
the plan is for the landlords to sell out on the basis of 
each $50 rent capitalized at $1,500. 
In payment, the ten­ 
ants are to bear only part of the burden, the plan being 
for them to become owners subject to an annuity of $40, 
which is to be regularly reduced. Of course, by this plan 
the tenant will not be able to fully compensate the land­ 
lord, but the proposal is th at the difference is to be paid by 
the British treasury. 
It would undoubtedly require sev­ 
eral million dollars yearly to carry out the plan, and 
would necessitate another loan by the British govern­ 
ment. 
W hile the scheme seems a costly one at first blush, 
and would no doubt be strenuously objected to by the 
average British taxpayer, there is reason for believing 
that if thereby the discontent in Ireland would be re­ 
moved and the tenantry made happy and prosperous, it 
would prove a good investm ent and money in the treasury 
of the British government after all. 


While congiess is crowding bills through under the 
three-minute rule the people of Colorado Springs will 
look with r.nmposure upon the passage of the measure 
carrying an appropriation of $175,000 for a public build­ 
ing fur this city.

Plan is to get aw ay from Washington 
March 20, if an extra session of the sen­

immediately 
after it adjourns, if he still has time 
for two or three weeks hunting before 
April 30, when he has to be in St. Louis. 
Meanwhile the fam e of our White house 
hunter has reached the far east. Cap­ 
tain Lloyd C. Griscom, former minister 
to Persia, and now to go to Japan, is 
at his home in Philadelphia, and reports 
that the “shah of Persia desires to visit 
America, chiefly because it would give 
him an opportunity to hunt big game 
in company with President Roosevelt, 
whom he admires immensely." Captain 
Griscom further explains: 
“The shah is an ardent sportsman 
and President Roosevelt knowing this, 
sent me an autograph copy of his book 
on "Big Game” to

to 
him. 
Mussaffar-ed-din 
was 
delighted. 
He 
could understand the pictures, but as 
French is the only modem language 
with which he is conversant, he was 
unable to read the text. 
Tie overcame 
this difficulty, however, by setting a 
corps of interpreters to work. The en­ 
tire book w as translated into Persian 
and then the shah read it with great 
enjoym ent.”—(Springfield 
Republican.

and its Mexican association may better 
depart as it takes its plare in state­ 
hood in our country. 
Lincoln is pro­ 
posed as a fit name for a new state, 
and also Jefferson, the latter particu­ 
larly applying to 
territory 
acquired 
under Jefferson’s administration, but 
our national habit has not bepn to name 
states from individuals. 
Washington 
stands partieularly alone here, and he 
came late. 
Tennessee was originally 
called Franklin, but 
the 
name 
was 
changed when it came into the Union.—

Venezuelan Santa Claus. 
If they have a Santa Claus in Vene­ 
zuela, he will hereafter figure in the 
popular imagination as "a whiskered 
Scot of 68, wearing a checked golf suit.

A FAR-REACHING DECISION ON TAXATION. 
T 


HE RECENT decision of the United States supreme 
court i pon the m atter of the taxation of property 
used for benevolent, religious and educational pur­ 
poses is bound to be a far-reaching one. 
In brief, the 
decision was that all property not actually in use by these 
various institutions was subject to taxation. 
If carried into effect, this m andate of the highest court 
in the land will result in placing upon the assessors’ books 
millions of dt.llars’ worth of property which has hereto­ 
fore been exempt. 
In Cook county, Illinois, alone, in 
which the case was originally brought, it is estimated that 
there is $10.000,000 worth of property which may here­ 
after be taxed. Included in this are many valuable down­ 
town business structures worth hundreds of thousands 
of dollars and from which large rentals are received anr 
nually. 
The decision will have the effect 
of 
bringing the 
rentals upon these properties into correspondence with 
those upon which taxes are already being paid. This in­ 
equality has long been a source of unhappiness to prop­ 
erty owners forced to compete with colleges and the like. 
W hile it is the policy of the state to encourage by all 
laudable means the growth of religious, educational and 
charitable institutions, it is only a measure of justice that 
their large holdings outside of those actually in use should 
be placed upon the same basis as tho property owned by 
others. We do not understand, however, that the decision 
applies to the endowment funds of colleges, but to their 
outside real estate.

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HE LONG-STANDING deadlock in the Delaware leg­ 
islature has finally been broken by the election o£ 
two Republican senators.

It m ust be apparent, however, to the entire country 
that if there is not independence and patriotism enough in 
the state of Delaware to overthrow this shameless boss, 
then the peop’e of that state deserve no better representa­ 
tion than they are getting at his hands.

It is proposed, through the medium of the Indian Appropria­ 
tion act, to refer to the United States court of claims the long 
standing demands and unsettled claims of the Tabaguache, Miia- 
che. Capote, Weeminuche Yampa, Grand River, and Uinta hands of 
Ute Indians, known also as the confederated bands of Ute Indians. 
These claims and demands are first, compensation for all lands 
apart from their reservation for forest or timber reservations; 
second, interest on such compensation from the date of the appro­ 
priation of the lands by the United States; third, proceeds of 
the .sale of lands within their reservation as defined by the tn'aty 
of March 2, 1868; fourth, interest on the balances annually found 
to be due the Indians since June 30, 1881; fifth, proceeds of the 
sale of subdivisions on which improvements were located at the 
time of the removal of the Indians; sixth, compensation for all 
lands appropriated under the authority of the United States for 
rights of way of railroads or other public highways; seventh, an 
accounting and the right to contest any claim or demand on the 
part of the United States for moneys alleged to have been paid 
ou^ for. or set apart for the u.dp of these Indians, and claimed 
to be a set-off against their claims under the various treaties 
and agreements, and the right to contest and call for an account- 


The benefits to the agricultural industries of the Hawaiian 
islands resulting from the closer relationship with the United 
States which has come through annexation are shown by some 
rem arkable statem ents recently made by a committee organized 
ill those islands in the interest of improved agricultural opera­ 
tions and especially diversification of agricultural products to 
meet the demands of the United States for tropical products of 
various kinds, 
Tnis committee was appointed by a public meet- 
in? recently held in the Hawaiian islands, and in its address to 
the people of the Islands says; 
‘ The importance and almost necessity of an institution like 
tht- one contemplated is too evident to receive exposidon. 
For 
years past, The agricultural interest.s of these islands have been 
insignificant, and their pursuit unprofitable. 
With an uncertain 
and distant m arket—with little or no encouragement, or faclUties 
given to foreign tillers of the soil, without proper knowledge of 
thp soil, or suKlclent capital to experim ent upon its capabilities, 
most of the agricultural enterprises have languished or utterly 
failed. 
And with the exception of a few sugar and coffee plajQta- 
tions, the proprietors of which have invested too much capital 
to be able to abandon them without heavy loss, and which were 
still struggling on with doubtful prospects, the whole am ount of 
agricultural operations at these islands consisted in the raising 
of fruit and vegetables for the fleet of whale ships that semi* 
annually touched here for supplies. 
"W ithin the last two years, however, a great and suddea 
change has taken place in the prospects of this group. 
The ex- 
tonsion of the territory and government of the United States to 
tie borders of the Pacific, the wonderful discoveries in California, 
and the consequent almost instantaneous creation of a m ighty 
state on the western front of the American union, has, as it were, 
with the wand of a magician, drawn this little group into the 
very focus of civilization and prosperity.

The b eau­ 
tiful pnblii: parks being a luxury of the 
w orkm an a.s nuich as the m illionaire, it 
is im portant th a t thpy be easy to rea^h. 
As regard.s P aris, the new M etropolitan 
E lectric railroad connects the Bois 
de 
V incennes w ith th f Bois de Boulogne, and 
for three cents one can get to eith er of 
theso woods from the center of th e city. 
B ut targe park s are not enough. In every 
city of m ore th an a million in h ab itan ts a 
considerable numl>er of public g ird e n s aj'e 
required. 
It Is not necessary th a t they be 
of g reat area, but they m ust have an open 
situation and be provided w ith trees, foun­ 
tains, benche.'! and chairs, so th at, in w in­ 
ter, m others can take th eir children there 
to enjoy the sunshine w ithout having to 
go a g reat distance, and so that, in 
the 
fine season, they can sit In the shade and 
sew du rin g the afternoon,

a large field known as the bone yard. 
Sheriff Gilbert says he thinks the bones 
of m illions of people must have been 
dumped into this place. 
Before the 
American occupation the field was not 
enclosed, but since then a high board 
fence has been erected around it. Cem­ 
etery leases cost about $110 for the five 
years. 


One of the American reforms visited 
was the new leper asylum. 
Before 
the Americans came to Cuba the lepers 
were allowed to go everywhere and beg 
for a living. Nofv they are being gath­ 
ered into this asylum , which already 
contains 119 inmates. 


Many of the large sugar, tobacco and 
pineapple plantations near Havana were 
visited, and were found to be very in­ 
teresting. 
The process of sugar m ak­ 
ing was followed through all its stages 
from the cutting of the cane to the 
finished product. 
Pineapples, although 
they grow plentifully, cost fully as 
much as in the States, and good cigars 
are nearly as expensive as here. 


The railroads have a very am using 
\way of switching cars, according to the 
Ainerican's point of view. 
A rope is 
attached to the car, and a yoke of oxen 
do the pulling. 
The railroad officials 
say that the method is much cheaper 
than using switch engines, and that 
the work is just as satisfactory. 


Burros afford the m eans of transpor­ 
tation through the cities, and it is not 
unusual to see one of these anim als so 
heavily laden that only the tip of his 
nose and the end of his tail are visible. 
A great deal of the m ilk supply is fur­ 
nished by goats, which are driven from 
house to house. 


Sheriff Gilbert says that thé natives 
look fairly prosperous, and that the 
wealthier classes are in favor of an­ 
nexation to the United States. 
The 
poor people looTc w ith suspicion on the 
American, however, and think that he 
is intending to rob them. 


One of the cheap things in Havana 
is hack hire. 
Persons can be taken to 
any part of the city for 20 cents, and 
two w ill be taken as cheaply as one. 
The weather was delightful during the 
whole trip, the therm om eter never reg­ 
istering lower than 82, and the experi­ 
ence was m ost enjoyable.

mentioned above came to a sudden 
stand still yesterday. 


A m eeting of the journeym en brick­ 
layers w as held last night at which 
it was decided to insist upon the 50 
cents raise. 
A member of the union 
was seen and stated that there would 
be nothing done until the m en’s de­ 
mands were granted.

hand the contractors say they rfre w ill­

Mr. Mar­ 
tin had often mixed the compound be­ 
fore, and, w hile he knew it was ex­ 
plosive, had no fear of it under ordi­ 
nary conditions. Suddenly, w ithout the 
slightest .warning, there was a blind­ 
ing flash and an explosion that could 
be heard for blocks. 
Mr. Martin and 
his boy were 
thrown 
to the floor, 
where the mother found them a moment 
afterward. 


Both the eyes of the little boy were 
blown out and he received other in­ 
juries from which he died while being 
removed to the hospital. 


Mr. M artin’s arm was torn off. his 
left cheek torn away, and his groin 
badly injured. 
He was removed to the 
hospital, where 
everything 
possible 
was done to relieve him , but with no 


filled a large pan. 


Mrs. Martin is left with a sm all 
child to mourn the terrible death of 
husband and the little son. 


About 10 minutes after the accident 
in which Martin 
and his son were 
killed, an explosion occurred in Colo­ 
rado City, seriously injuring a 
10- 
year-old boy. 
W illie Suggs secured a 
piece of gas pipe at the chlorination 
works and, filling it up with powder, 
set it down beside the railroad tracks 
and put a match to it. 
In the explo­ 
sion which followed, W illie was badly 
injured, his skull being fractured and 
his body badly bruised. 
He was re­ 
moved to St. Francis hospital, where 
he was resting easily last night. 
The 
boy has been making his home with a 
fam ily by the name of Lumus.

The agents escaped and could not be 
overtaken by the mob, whit-h threw 
stones and drove them out of the pu- 
eblo. The mob then began to hunt for 
two physicians whom the people con- 
sider responsible for the burning of two 
houses where plague occurred and de- 
clared they would kill them to stop fur- 
ther destruction of houses.

fantry to proceed to Villa Union. The 
rurales also have been sent.

Benson, who -was .a logger, was ac- 
cused of stealing $45 from his partner, 
He pleaded guilty and about a week ago 
iwas sentenced to one year's Imprison- 
ment, and was In jail awaiting to be 
transported to the penitentiary. Last 
night he secured a. piece of lead pipe 
and concealed It In his clothing. About 
2 o'clock this 'afternoon Jailer Mor- 
rell gave the prisoners their midday 
meal In the main corridor and then 
started to lock all but Benson and a 
trusty named Kahla Into the steel tank. 
He had his back to Benson and was 
locking the corridor when Benson struck 
him on the head. The door of the cor- 
ridor was open and Benson ran Into 
the main entrance with the jailer in 
pursuit. Benson failed to get the out- 
er door open and the two men clinched 
in the main entrance. It Is supposed 
that Morrell drew his revolver and that 
Benson succeeded In getting it away. 
Theye was a desperate fight In which 
Morrell was struck.,. on the head four 
times. with the pipe, shot In the body 
twice and through the- head and was 
left dying or de'ad''on the floor. Benson 
got the outer "door open and, covered 
with blood, ran up one of the main 
residence streets of the town and dis- 
appeared In the brush. 
Kahla, who had.been scared Into hid- 
ing, ran to the sheriff's home near by, 
but found only the sheriff's wife. Mrs. 
Mills, however, secured a revolver and 
reached the Jail in time to intercept the 
tank prisoners on the doorstep, where 
they were held by her until an officer 
Arrived.

FAVORABLE REPORT ON THE 


FOWLER CURRENCY BILL. 
By Associated Press. 


Washington, March 1.—The house 
committee on banking and currency by 
a vote of 7 to 2, a strict party vote, 
authorized a favorable report on the 
currency bill Introduced yesterday by 
Representative Fowler, chairman of the 
committee. In reporting the bill the 
committee says: 


"In addition to providing for the is- 
suing and circulation of bank notes, 
the object of this measure Is to put back 
into circulation any money the govern- 
ment may collect through Its customs 
receipts as well as through Its collec- 
tions from internal revenue. 


"The available cash balance now In 
the treasury is $222,468,878. Of this 
amount there Is now In national bank 
depositories J150.472.424, leaving a net 
balance in the treasury of $71,994,454. 
The amount of money now In the 
ury available for all purposes is $71,- 
994,454, from which amount if we de- 
duct $50,000,000 as a necessary working 
balance for the treasury we shall have 
only $21,994,454 to meet the demand on 
the treasury growing out of the Pana- 
ma transaction which will call for $50.- 
000,000. It Is therefore evident that 
either government must at once call 
for $28,000,000 from the banks, or ap- 
propriate $50,000,000 from the amount 
now in the treasury, leaving a working 
balance of only about $22,000,000, which 
must be supplemented by collections 
from the various re-purchases until the 
amount in the treasury shall be brought 
up to $50,000,000 before an appropriation 
can be made for any other purpose 
without Infringing upon what has gen- 
erally been considered a proper work- 
Ing1 balance, 
viz: 
$50,000,000. It is 
therefore evident that the government 
Will not have any additional money to 
deposit with the, national banks for the 
next six or eight months. If indeed, it 
shall, have collected as much as $30,000,- 
000 within that time. 
"The amount now deposited with na- 
tional banks is $143,111,698, for which

"The government should cease to be 
a disturbing factor in our business af- 
fairs.

When senate bill No. 175, by Sena- 


tor Rush, Was reached Oft the calen- 
dar this afternoon, it aroused a great 
deal Of enthusiasm, ift fact mbre spirit 
was shown during the discussion than 
has been exhibited on the floor of the 
senate for several days, 
The Object 


of the bill is to prevent the grant' 
ing of franchises by fraud, 
read as follows: 
The bill 


"A Bill for an Act Relating to Fran-- 


chases. B</ it Enacted By tne General 
Assembly of the State or Colorado: 


"Section i. Whenever any five per- 


sons, residents and taxpayers Of tho 
county in which, such action Is brought, 
shall file a verified complaint, setting 
out that any franchise has been, oi- 
ls about to be, granted through fraud, 
bribery or corrupt practices, or that 
the terms of such franchise violate 
the rights of the people, the district 
court, or any judge thereof, in vaca- 
tion, shall immediately act as in mat- 
ters of Injunction, and shall speedily 
hear and determine the truth Of the 
matter* alleged. And In case it shall' 
be found that any such franchise Is 
about to be granted by 
any l such 


means, then the conn shall perpetual- 
ly enjoin the proper parties in 
the 


premises. . And in case any such fran- 
chise shall 'have been granted by any 
such means, then the court shall en- 
ter an order annulling and decreeing 
such franchise .to be Void, and the 
court .shall have^ all power > necessary 
to carry out and execute its orders. 
The right of appeal and writ ot error 
shall be allowed fts in other cases." 


Senator Wood thought it would pre- 


vent the progress of many towns, and 
would open the way to litigation. Sen* 
ator Rush spoke eloquently to preserve 
the clause which protects the rights of 
the people. 
He gave the subject a 


thorough threshing over, and in the 
course of his remarks, stated that some 
of the people who opposed the bill 
had "either a 'wrong or a top acute 
conception of Its meaning." Mo was 
greatly opposed to the giving' away 
of valuable rights belonging to the 
people, without proper compensation. 
He said that corporations not 
only 


grab franchises worth millions Of dol- 
lars, but after these franchises h'ave 
been secured, Bomottmes through col* 
luslon with city councils, ofter refuse 
to pay their taxes, and refuse to treat 
the people right. Senator Rush thinks 
some restraint should be held over 
the public servants, who are too often 
the servants of tho corporations In- 
stead of the contracting representa- 
tives of the public. 'An amendment 
Which puts the matter under the juris* 
diction of the district court when any 
action is taken, was favored by Sena- 
tor Rush. 
He thought a matter of 


this kind can better be trusted in tlte 
hands of a 'district: judge, than1 in the 
hands of some city councils. The bill 
passed as amended in committee of 
the whole, and the gratification of 
senators and spectators was 'plainly 
evident.

Denver, Feb. 27.-The control of th«s city of Beaver a&* forever passed out of the hands of the state executive 


and is now in the hands of the pe&ple of the city. No longer will the governor name the Controlling boards 
and thus exercise an Undue Influence over the political destiny of Colorado. The supreme court today upheld 
the validity of the constitutional amendment known as the Rush bill. Chief Justice Campbell dissented from 
the majority opinion which was rendered ny Justices Gabbert and steeie. 
The decision was received with" 


much enthusiasm by tho friends 6f home rule and with some murmiirings by those who have been fighting the 
bin. 
chief .tustice Campbell rendered the decision which was oral. HB said:

SENATORS SWORN IN 


fey Associated Press. 


Washington, March 3.—The final de- 
feat of the Aldrich financial bill was 
witnessed today In the senate when It 
was displaced by the Philippine tariff 
Dill. Mr. Aldrich explained in detail 
.his measure and said that a small num. 
her of men in the senate had deliberate- 
ly and with malice aforethought, mur- 
dered It. One of the features of the 
session was the fact that for the first 
time in two years Delaware was rep- 
resented in the senate, J. Frank Allee 
and L. Heister Ball, elected for 
the 
long and short terms respectively, ap- 
peared in the senate and were sworn 
in by President Pro Tempore Frye. 
Besides the two years that Delaware 
had been totally unrepresented in the 
senate there were two years previous 
to that time when there was a vacancy 
in one of the seats. The senate for the

In the course of the debate today, 
Mr. Elkins declared that the Republi- 
can party had been false to Its solemn 
pledges in three successive platforms 
with respect to statehood for Arizona, 
Oklahoma and New Mexico and he said 
that it was the first time that party 
had been guilty of filibustering. He de- 
clared that upon the Republican ma- 
jority rested the responsibility for the 
defeat of several Important measures 
in the senate. 


Mr. Teller then said that it was a 
subject for congratulation that „ the 
state of Delaware, one of the 13 original 
states, should have its representatives 
on the floor of the senate. He replied 
to Mr. Aldrlch's charge that the Dem- 
ocrats'had filibustered against his bill 
and said that the senate had listened 
to the dreary readings 
and dreary 


speeches made against statehood with 
no pretense that they were for the 
purpose of enlightening the senate. 
If cloture had existed, he said, there 


jwould have been three new states. 
"You have belied your platforms," 
eald he. facing the Republican side, 
*'and belied your professions." He said 
the statehood advocates finally were 
compelled in the Interest of the pub- 
lic to surrender to the minority. He 
declared the Republicans were afraid 
.of the Democratic party in the west. 
A man was a fool, he said, who had 
eat in the senate and did not know It, 
and is a coward, who, knowing it Is 
not willing to declare it. 


"You're afraid of that power," he 
$aid. Mr. Teller concluded his 
re- 


X&arks by pleading for action regarding 
tha trusts. 


Mr. "Lodge then moved to take up 
the Philippine tariff bill, which was 
agreed to, displacing the Aldrich finan- 
cial bill. 


'Elkins on Aldirich BUI. 


Mr. Blkins then'spoke on the Aldrich 
Bill and said that it was a calamity 
that: the bill had been defeated 
He 
said that the Republican party was re- 
sponsible for the condition of affairs 
In the senate. For 14 weeks a majority 
of the senate had been kept from vot- 
ing on the statehood bill. The Aldrich 
bill, he said, the Philippine 
bill 
treaties had been defeated by the fili- 
buster against the statehood bill. He 
referred,to the activity of Senator Aid- 
rich in accomplishing the defeat of the 
statehood bill and said while doing so, 
he (Aldrieh) was digging the grave of 
the currency legislation and other Im- 
portant measures. Every time a spade 
full of earth was thrown on the state- 


was passed. 


The house bill was passed to effectu- 
ate the provisions of the additional act 
of the internal convention for the pro- 
tection of industrial 
property.

Mr. Mallory (Fla.) made a formal ob- 
jection to the report in which he crit- 
icised the methods adopted in secur- 
ing an agreement on the bill. 


Mr. "Warren (Wyo.) said the conferees 
on the part of the senate had been put 
in a humiliating position. He referred 
to the use of the word, "bunco." by Mr. 
Tillman and said that hereafter when 
anybody shall speak of bad faith or 
bunco, his mind would 
involuntarily 
turn to the actions of "those from an- 
other place," alluding to the house con- 
ferees, "surrounding this very measure 
that we have in such a humiliating way 
surrendered today." 


He said that the senators on the com- 
mittee had refused to allow provisions 
for sites in the bill because they had 
agreed with the other committee not 
to do so, being assured that the bill 
could not pass the house if new sites 
were provided. Yet the bill came back 
with many new sites and the senate 
conferees were told they 
must 
not 
accept them or there would be no bill. 
He referred to the office of the White 
house as "that diminutive little wig- 
wam which cost $65,000. 
That wigwam 


or tepee, whose front yard is a coal hole 
and whose.-back yard is a site for a de- 
cent building to which this wigwam 
or tepee will serve as a porch or piaz- 
za." He said that if he could not make 
a better building for $65,000 he would 
owe an apology to those who saw it 
He spoke of the large amounts being 
expended for public buildings. 


Immense sums, he said, had been ask- 


ed for a temple of justice, $7,000,000 for 
the department of commerce with 1,300 
employes, a mail bag shop and a hall

MINORITY IN THE HOUSE 


CONTINUES FILIBUSTERING 


By Associated Press. 


Washington, March 3.—Today was al- 
most a repetition of yesterday In the 
house. Slowly but surely, through the 
operations of ceaseless roll calls, the 
conference reports to complete the ne- 
cessary legislation were ground out and 
when the house, at 7 o'clock tonight, re- 
cessed for three hours, only two con- 
ference reports .on appropriations bills 
were still undisposed of—the general 
deficiency and the naval. Democratic 
opposition did not abate and will be 
continued until congress expires at noon 
March 4. During the debate on confer- 
ence reports members on each side got 
in political speeches, and several times 
party passion flared up. Just before re- 
cess bedlam broke loose and there was 


o'clock rthe house recessed until 10 
o'clock tonight. 


Evening Session. 


When the house reconvened at 10 p. 


m., the feaU presented a brilliant ap- 
pearance. It was flooded with Mght 
from the stained glass celling overhead. 
The hanging galleries were thronged 
and in! those reserved for the famines 
at members the executive and diplo- 
matic corps, -were handsomely gowned 
ladies, come to witness the closing 
scanes. On the" floor many of the mem- 
bers were attired In evening dress. The 
knowledge that the conferees on both 
the appropriation bills atill out had 
agreed was a source of general satis- 
faction. 
Nevertheless the Democrats 
were as resolute as ever in their de- 
termination to. prosecute their filibus- 
ter to the end and as soon as Speaker 
Henderson dropped his gavel, Mr. Rich- 
ardson, the minority leader, was on his 
feet with the point of no quorum. The 
chair overruled him, as he repeatedly 
has done In the last few days, and on 
the demand of Mr. Payne, the majority 
leader 
the roll was called on the 
pending question—the adoption of the 
conference report on the senate bill 
to reduce the population required of 
"reserve cities" from 50,000 to 25,000 In- 
habitants. 
The report was adopted, 
199 to 18. 


Mr. Grosvenor then was recognized 
and he moved the passage under sus- 
pension of the rules of the "veterans 
preference bill." 
Mr. Gillette (Mass.) demanded a sec- 


ond call which was ordered 109 to 7, Mr. 
Grosvenor explained that the bill had 
been indorsed by the G. A. R. Its pur- 
pose was to give ex-soldiers and sail- 
ors of the civil war preference for ap- 
pointment and retention in the civil 
service. He said the bill had been re- 
ferred to the committee on civil ser- 
vice but had not been reported. 


Mr. Glllett opposed the bill as detri- 
mental to the government service. One 
of the most troublesome questions in 
connection with the oivll service now, 
he said, was that of the superannua- 
tion of clerks. The pending bill, if it 
became a law, would add to this diffi- 
culty, as the youngest of the veterans 
of the civil war were now over 60. 


Mr. Gardner (Mass.) asked unanimous 
consent to Include the veterans of the 
Spanish war among the beneficiaries. 
Mr. Underwood (Ala.) objected.

He showed himself a strong, 
rugged youngster with a world of power 
behind his blowa and 'proved himself game 
to the core. H» took h«avy punishment 
and came bade every time in every round 
willing and eager to fight again. In skill 
he was outclassed by Forbes who hit him 
when and how he pleased and as many 
times as Tokell would take without com- 
ing to a clinch or breaking ground. He 
pounded the Englishman's left eye shut 
and out the left side of his face until 
it looked like the aftermath of a session 
with a sausage mill while Forbes had not 
a mark. He' drove Token's head back 
with straight lefts, turned him round with 
right hooks and back again with left 
swings. He fought always on the aggres- 
sive and from the second round to the 
end there was never a doubt of the re- 
sult.

He evidently ad- 
mitted some one he knew well and took 
the visitor into the den for a talk and 
to partake of the luncheon found there. 
"There are some- signs of a struggle. 


The fact that two of the fingers of Mr. 
Burdick's left hand were broken indi- 
cates that he put up his hand to ward 
off a blow which he saw coming. 


"The body was covered with a rug 


and several pillows, BO that nothing 
could be seen 
but the blood which 


flowed from under the body." 
The force with which the blows that

THE COBBETT-HANLON FIGHT 
WAS DECLABED A DBAW.

San Francisco, Feb. 26.—After 20 
rounds of the fastest fighting ever seen 
in San Francisco, Referee Graney^de- 
clared the bout between Young Corbett: 
of Denver, and Eddie Hanlon of San 
Francisco a draw. 
Young 
Corbett, 
clearly demonstrated to the immense 
crowd present that he has not gone 
back as some sporting writers would 
have the public believe. Hanlon showed 
that the high opinion In which he had 
been held by Californian boxing en- 
thusiasts has been justified. 
The contest from a spectacular stand- 
point was the best ever witnessed on 
the coast, both men putting up a clean, 
hard, scientific contest. Corbett's exr 
perience and knowledge of the 
game 
saved him on several occasions from the 
defeat which seemed to be his inevitable 
portion. But the minute's interval did 
wonders for the Denverite and he came 
back at the Californian always willing 
and ready to take the blows which 
Hanlon rained on his head and body. 
Fro mthe first to the seventh rounds 
Hanlon had a shade the better of the 
contest but the lucky seventh was the 
turning point apparently In the tide of 
battle in Corbett's favor. At one stage 
In this round it seemed as if the little 
Californian could not ward oft a knock- 
out, but his wonderful punishment-tak- 
ing powers stood him in good stead and 
the call of time was a welcome sound 
for him. 


From the seventh until the 20th it 
was a give and take contest and to the 
pro-Hanlon house present it seemed as 
if the decision should be his. But Ref- 
eree Graney thought otherwise and de- 
clared the contest a draw. During the 
last 10 rounds Hanlon had Corbett on 
Queer street on several occasions but 
each time the Denver lad came back 
strong and willing for the fray, taking 
much punishment and always awaiting 
an opportunity to send his right to the 
head or his left to the body. Corbett's 
best blow developed in tonight's fight 
was a right uppercut to the chin and 
the Callfornlan's-heretofore almost im- 
pregnable guard was beaten down on 
more than one occasion, Corbett send- 
ing in his right to the- chin repeatedly. 
Toward the end of the contest he split 
Hanlon's right eye open and had the 
'Frisco boy's nose beaten out of shape. 


Hanlon's best blows were a right to 
the body and rights and lefts to the 
head and he did his most effective 
work at close range. Whenever Cor- 
bett stood off from him it was disas- 
trous for Eddie as the former invari- 
ably rushed In sending his right to 
either the body or the,head. Hanlon 
beat Corbett's guard down on at least 
four occasions and had the Denver lad 
in an almost defenseless condition and 
the Denver lad was forced to hang on 
to avoid punishment and a knockout. 
On several occasions the gong, saved 
Corbett The 19th round was all Han- 
lon's and it seemed as if Corbett could 
not possibly withstand the. terrific pun- 
ishment administered. But the min- 
ute's rest preceding the 20th and final 
round worked wonders for him and 
he toed the scratch as strong as dur- 
ing the earlier rounds of the contest. It 
was give and take from the call of 
time to the sound of the. gong In the 
last round, neither being able to put 
in a finishing blow. Corbett -was seen 
In his dressing room after the contest 
and was strong in his praise of the Cal- 
ifornian; He said that Hanlon gave 
him the hardest fight of- his ring ca- 
reer and added that with a little more 
experience the Californian could whip 
the best of them. Hanlon also had 
many praiseworthy things to say of 
his opponent and declared him to be 
the gamest man he ever fought. 
He 


added that Corbett was one of the hard- 
est hitters he had even seen and cred- 
ited the Denver, man 'with being the 
first pugilist in his ring experience to 
beat down his guard. 
They fought at 130 pounds, ringside. 
Early in the evening every available 
point of vantage in Mechanics pavilion 
was occupied; standing room- was at 
a premium and the police with diffi- 
culty restrained the surging masses in 
the galleries. Even the rafters support- 
Ing the roof of the building held hosts 
of young enthuslasta. squirming their 
way along posts to overlook the ring 
Sporting people from all parts of the 
Pacific coast and many from the east 
were at the ringside. 


Two preliminaries preceded the main 
event. 
Monte Attell won from Bobby

in the district. . The stf ike at Colorado 
City had its effect on the mining inter- 
ests here and was practically the sole 
topic of conversation, but through it 
all there was confidence that tho threat- 
ened trouble would blow over and that 
the camp would not suffer any general 
strike.

.While a few of the large mines in 


the district were served today with a 
written request or demand by the ex- 
ecutive'board of district No. 1 of the 
Western Federation of Miners not 'to 
ship any more ore to the Standard, 
Portland or Telluride mills on and 
after the 9th of this month, this is not 
looked upon as anything of a startling 
nature by the level-headed men of the 
district. 


Miners of the Cripple Creek district 


are not made up of the foreign ele- 
ment. They, are mostly Americans, and 
while they are willing to stand by 
union principles In different matters 
they are also aware that they must be 
conservative in a case like this, and 
it is believed If it comes to a referen- 
dum vote by the different unions for a 
walkout In Cripple Creek, it will.be 
voted down By three-quarters of the 
men present, and they express them 
selves Very freely as being satisfied 
with the existing conditions here a' 
this time.

fers of the state. The proposed law is 
doubtless founded on the sound demo- 
cratic principle that luxuries and not 
necessities should bear the burden of 
taxation, and that single blessedness is 
a privilege that is worth paying for, 
writes Dorothy Dix in the New Orleans 
Picayune.

no voice need be raised In their de* 
fense. 
If a man doesn't marry it is 


his own fault and because he doesn't 
want to, and he deserves to be harried 
by the tax collector. 
Moreover, 
the 


man who escapes having to pay milli- 
ners' bills and dressmakers' extortions 
is getting off so cheaply that it is ab- 
surd to assess his freedom from the 
cares that cumber married men at the 
low sum of $50 a, year; but taxing a wo- 
man for the misfortune of being an old 
maid is like rubbing things in. 


"In nothing is man more inconsistent 


than his attitude on the marriage ques- 
tion. He holds wifehood and domestic- 
ity up to woman as the ideal career, 
and yet he makes ironclad conventions 
that keep her from trying to achieve it 
on her own hook; he berates her for 
leaving her own fireside, when she has 
no fireside to which to stick, and now 
he proposes to tax her for not getting 
married, yet debars her from popping 
the question.

For a long time, -when the Idea of 
manual training was confined to hard 
work, sewing and cooking,. Its intro- 
duction' Into the public school system 
.seeme^ in most places to bo an im- 
possibility on account of the expense 
and the demand for addltlonar rooms 
in which to carry .on the work. But the 
Introduction, of: raffia.and reed work, 
cord 
cardboard modeling, ' weaving 
and Venetian iron' work, now1 considered 


phases of manual training, Is a: com- 
paratively 
simple 
and 
thoroughly 
practical matter. "• Very few, If - any, 
tools are required, and the work can 
be carried on in the school room. 
There has long been a feeling among 
educators that ,the .public school edu- 
cation was, devoted too exclusively to 
Intellectual processes, that' there was 
not given a sufficient opportunity for 
a practical carrying out of. ideas in 
doing and making. We say the object 
of the school Is to prepare the individ- 
ual for life, for the most successful 
bearing in the age in which he lives. 


This age is eminently one of Industrial- 
ism and if so the public school Instruc- 
tion should be in. harmony with it. 
Manual training, even when carried 
out to its fullest extent does not aim 
to prepare children for any particular 
trade or vocation in life, but it alms 
to develop human faculty and power- 
power which means ability to do as 
well as to think—so that whatever voc- 
ation Is' taken up the Individual will 
be better prepared to meet the demands 
made upon him. 


Although it is per&ps not very much 


that the; child c«n do or accomplish 
with all his other school duties, that 
little gives him a ktnshin with the 
world's work and workers:: it gives 
him an'idea that he can do things and 
is an- Incentive to ever greater doing 
and making; It,'gives, him a. feeling 
of the Inherent worth of things. 


Houghly speaking manual training 
is said to stand for brain and hand 
work.'.It is believed that the highest 
development .is not reached unless, In 
the child these .two are trained together, 
the brain to conceive and direct, and 
the hand to execute. 
The greatest 
spontaneous mental activity Is certain- 
ly aroused in the child by doing or 
making. Mental training Is felt now 
more than ever before, to bo of value 
only as it leads to better doing. To 
anyone who has watched the children 
work and has-seen their failure, even 
when paying the closest attention and 
putting forth every effort to do a thing 
as directed, the value of a training 
along these lines is fully realized. 
The children take hold of. all phases 
of manual training with the greatest 
enthusiasm. 
VCan we work today?" 
Is the question nsked the teacher often 
several times a day. Children ask to 
be allowed to remain after school in 
order to work a little longer. 
This 
goes to show that work is attractive 
to children, they love to do things and 
to be instrumental in making things. 
In many 
children this instinct for 
work, this industrial impulse seems to 
die out as 'they grow older, and we 
often hear parents complain that the 
boy la lazy and hates to work. Is it not 
because when the instinct was strong 
there was given him no opportunity 
for its satisfaction and growth, and 
from the very fact of its disuse it failed 
and weakened?

preservation of the peace. They undoubtedly have an- 
other mission which we believe will be short-lived by 
reason of the prompt and effectual action which has been 
taken.

DELAY IN WARSHIP BUILDING. 


T 


HE PASSAGE? of the bill providing fair the building 


of four new battleships indicates a desireon the 
part of congress to move with moderatfoi&egardless 


of the huge naval programs Of Germany, Great Britain 
aud some of the other powers. 


The difficulty with the enlargement of our navy is 


not in the ships authorized by congress, but in the delay 
in completing these ships after the contracts have been 
let. 


These hindrances are BO great and apparently so un- 


reasonable as to call for a thorough and a searching In- 
vestigation. These delays are due to a variety of causes, 
one of which is the "easiness" of the government, and 
were our foreign relations critical would be dangerous. 
The battleship Maine was 17 months over the contract 
limit for her completion; the Missouri Is 20 months over- 
due, and the Ohio 20. Other vessels are all the way from 
ten to thirteen months behind in delivery. This is an evil 
that ought to be corrected, if for no other reason than 
that it keeps the' "paper" proportion of our naval strength 
so high as to deceive the casual citizen as to our power on 
the seas. 


Every ship-building contractor is quick to take ad- 


vantage of the bonus given him for increased speed 'over 
and above that specified in the contract, but he was never 
known to pay a penalty for non-compliance with the 
time limit in'the same contract without vigorous protest. 


The contract should call for the completion of these 


vessels withia a reasonable length of time, all conditions 
tt be considered", and the government should then en- 
force the contract to the letter. 


THE INDEPENDENT NEWSPAPER. 


N INDEPENDENT newspaper, such as the Gazette 


purposes to be, ought be able to fill an important 
place in. the life of this community. 


By independence we do not mean neutrality, that pecu- 


liar frame of mind which has no particular, opinions upon 
any subject of public importance. But a newspaper that 
is really independent can serve a useful purpose in any 
community. 


It has a distinct advantage of the journal whose edi- 


torial opinions are known the moment .the party caucus 
arrives at a decision, or even before that. Mo newspaper 
can bo really helpful to a city or state, that is com- 
mitted in advance to any policy which a party, clique or 
faction may see fit to pursue. 


It is always a good thing for a community wnen it has 


a newspaper which is prepared to consider, fairly, candidly 
and honestly, questions as they shall arise, and which will 
not hesitate to speak openly and frankly along lines which 
it considers best for the public welfare. 


This need not be done in a spirit of captious criticism, 


but rather with a view to bringing forward all sides of 
a question in order that the public may be enlightened and 
hence be able to give an honest judgment. We greatly 
mistake the temper and the attitude of the people of Colo- 
rado Springs if such a position does not meet with theii 
unqualified approval. 


SPECIAL SESSION OF THE SENATE. 


T 


HE PRESIDENT has issued a call for a special ses- 


sion of the senate to bo convened on March 5. How 
long It will remain in session after assembling only 


one having the gift of prophecy can tell. 


The call for tho senate demonstrates rather clearly 


one of two things, perhaps both—that the members of 
the dominant party are not in accord with the wishes 
of the chief executive in the matter of legislation or that 
tho "courtesy" of unlimited debate has been strained be- 
yond all reason. Though no specific subjects are men- 
tioned in the call, undoubtedly the two chief things to 
be considered are the Panama treaty and the Cuban 
treaty. 


Assuming that both political parties are favorably 


disposed toward the canal treaty, it has been possible for 
Senator Morgan and his strange "bed-fellow," Senator 
Quay, to throttle action by threatening to make a speech 
every time an attempt was made to set a day for a vote 
upon the treaty. 


A fine state of affairs. Indeed, which is hardly less 


irritating to the country than to our strenuous chief ex- 
ecutive. 


The Cuban treaty demonstrates beyond question that 


the Republican leaders who control legislation are not 
in accord with the president. The country is committed, 
morally at- least, to a measure of reciprocity which would 
give the Cuban sugar and tobacco growers a chance to 
sell their product and dp business upon a living basis. 
But so ingrained is the doctrine of high protection to 
industries needing no protection whatever, that recipro- 
city has been slain where it should have had its strongest 
friends. The moral obligation has been wholly lost sight 
of. 


Even now, with a special session in prospect, there is 


grave doubt whether President Roosevelt will be able 
to secure the fulfillment of his wishes so persistently 
urged since his very first message to congress. 


THE IRISH LAND BILL. 


I 


T IS TO be hoped that the long standing differences 


between Irish landlords and tenants will be settled 
upon the basis now proposed by a committee repre- 


senting both sides. If the bill of the ministry contains 
:he essential features of the agreement made between the 
landlords and tenants, the land difficulties in Ireland 
ought soon to become a thing of the past. Briefly stated, 
the plan is for the landlords to sell out on the basis of 
each $50 rent capitalized at $1,500. In payment, the ten- 
ants are to bear only part of the burden, the plan being 
for them to become owners subject to an annuity of $40, 
which Is to be regularly reduced. Of course, by this plan 
the tenant will not be able to fully compensate the land- 
lord, but the proposal is that the difference is to be paid by 
the British treasury. It would undoubtedly require sev- 
eral million dollars yearly to carry out the plan, and 
would necessitate another loan by the British govern- 
ment. 


While the scheme seems a costly one at first blush, 


and would no doubt be strenuously objected to by the 
average British taxpayer, there is reason for believing 
that if thereby the discontent in Ireland would be re- 
moved and the tenantry made happy and prosperous, it 
would prove a good investment and money in the treasury 
of the British government after all. 


While congress is crowding bills through under the 


three-minute rule the people of Colorado Springs will 
look with composure upon the passage of the measure 
carrying an appropriation of $175,000 for a public build- 
Ing for this city.

The President's Trip. 


President Roosevelt would like to 


have some members of Ms cabinet aa 
companions on his proposed western 
hunting trip, ana Secretary Root has 
agreed to go, provided he can get away. 
Secretary Sh'aw -will accompany the 
president through Iowa, at least. The 
plan la to get away from Washington 
March 20, if an extra session of the sen- 
ate should not interfere; if there should 
be an extra session, then the president 
•will start for 
Colorado immediately 
after it adjourns, if he still has time 
for two or three weeks hunting before 
April 30, when he has to be in St. Louis. 
Meanwhile the fame of our White house 
hunter has reached the far east. Cap- 
tain Lloyd C. Grlscom, former minister 
to Persia, and How to go to Japan, is 
at his home in Philadelphia, and reports 
that the "shah of Persia desires to visit 
America, chiefly because It would give 
him an opportunity to hunt big game 
in company with President Roosevelt, 
whom he admires immensely." Captain 
Grlscom further explains: 
"The shah is an ardent sportsman, 
and President Roosevelt knowing this, 
sent me an autograph copy of his book 
on "Big Game" to present to him. 
Mussaffar-ed-din 
was delighted. He 
could understand the pictures, but as 
French is the only modern language 
with which he is conversant, he was 
unable to read the text. He overcame 
this difficulty, however, by setting.a 
corps of interprets to ivork. The en- 
tire book was translated into Persian 
and then the shah read it with great 
enjoyment."—(Springfield 
Republican. 


New State Names. 


It Is suggested fitly, as we are Im- 
pressed, that Montezuma is a better 
name for a state of th« Union than 
New Mexico. There Is something in- 
appropriate In our calling one of our 
states after one of our neighboring na- 
tionalities with the prefix of New. The 
name was fit enough while the terri- 
tory it covers was taken only as an 
appanage. Its purpose being to remind 
us whence it came, but its Mexican 
connection is now fifty years In the past, 
and its Mexican'association may better 
depart as It takes its place In state- 
hood in our country. Lincoln is pro- 
posed as a fit name for a new state, 
and also Jefferson, the latter particu- 
larly applying to territory acquired 
under Jefferson's^ administration, but 
our national habit has not been to name 
states from individuals. Washington 
stands particularly alone here, and he 
came late. Tennessee was originally 
called Franklin, but the name was 
changed when it came into the Union.—

A FAR-REACHING DECISION ON TAXATION. 


T 


HE RECENT decision of the United States supreme 


court vpon the matter of the taxation of property 
used for benevolent, religious and educational pur- 


poses is bound tu be a far-reaching one. In brief, the 
decision was that all property not actually in use by these 
varlons institutions was subject to taxation. 


If carried into effect, this mandate of the highest court 


in the land will result in placing upon the assessors' books 
minions of dollars' worth of property which has hereto- 
fore been exempt. In Cook county, Illinois, alone, in 
which the case was originally brought, It is estimated that 
there is $10.000,000 worth of property which may here- 
after be taxed. Included in this are many valuable down- 
town business structures worth hundreds of thousands 
of dollars and from which large, rentals are received an- 
nually. 


The decision will have the effect 
of 'bringing the 


rentals upou these properties into correspondence. with 
those upon which taxes are already being paid. This in- 
equality has long been a source of unbappiness to prop- 
erty owners forced to compete with colleges and the like. 
While it In the policy of the state to encourage by all 
laudable means the. growth of religious, educational and 
charitable institutions, it is only a measure of justice that 
their large huMlngs outside of those actually in use should 
be placed upon the same basis as the property owned by 
others. We do not understand, however, that the decision 
applies to the endowment funds of colleges, but to their 
outside real estate.

HE LONG-STANDING deadlock in the Delaware leg- 


islature has finally been broken by the election of 
two Republican senators.

These claims have been before congress for many years, and 


it is now proposed that they be referred to the United States 
court of claims for a legal and final adjudication. 
The whole 


case presents important questions of law and of fact as well as 
of accounting, and the claims of these Indians can only be finally 
and justly determined through a reference to the courts. 


It is proposed, through the medium of the Indian Appropria- 


tion act, to refer to the United States court of claims the long 
standing demands and unsettled claims of the Tabaguacho, Miia- 
che, Capote, Weemlnuche Yarapa, Grand River, and Ulnta bands of 
Ute Indians, known also as the confederated bands of Ute Indians. 
These claims and demands arc first, compensation for all lands 
sot apart from their reservation for forest or timber reservations; 
second, interest on such compensation from the date of the appro- 
priation of the lands by1 the United States; third, proceeds of 
the sale of lands within their reservation as defined by the treaty 
of March 2, 1868; fourth, interest on the balances annually found 
to be due the Indians since June 30, 1881; fifth, proceeds of the 
sale of subdivisions on which Improvements were located at the 
time of the removal of the Indians; sixth, compensation for ill 
lands appropriated under the authority of the United States for 
rights of way of railroads or other public highways; seventh, an 
accounting and the right to contest any claim or demand on. the 
part of the United States for moneys alleged to have been paid 
out for, or set apart for the use of these Indians, and claimed 
to be a set-off against their claims under the various treaties 
and agreements, and the right to contest and call for an account- 


The benefits to the agricultural industries of the Hawaiian 


islands resulting from the closer relationship with the United 
States which has come through annexation are shown by some 
remarkable statements recently made by a committee organized 


• iu those islands in the interest of improved agricultural opera- 
tions and especially diversification of agricultural products to 
meet the demands of the United States for tropical products of 
various kinds. This committee was appointed by a public meet- 
in? recently held in the Hawaiian islands, and in its address to 
the people of the islands says: 


"The importance and almost necessity of an institution Ilka 


th<: one'Contemplated is too evident to receive exposition. For 
years past.lhe agricultural interests of these islands have been 
insignificant, and their pursuit unprofitable. With an uncertain 
and distant market—with little or no encouragement, or facilities 
given to foreign tillers of the soil, without proper knowledge of 
the soil, or sufficient capital to experiment upon its capabilities, 
most of the agricultural enterprises have languished or utterly 
failed. And with the exception of a few sugar and -coffee planta- 
tions, the proprietors of which have invested too much capital 
to be able to abandon them without heavy loss, and which were 
still struggling on with doubtful prospects, the whole amount of 
agricultural operations at these islands consisted in the raising 
of fruit and vegetables for the fleet of whale ships that semN 
annually touched here for supplies. 


"Within the last two years', however, a, great and sudden 


change has taken place in the prospects of this group. The ex- 
tension of the territory and government of the United States to 
tl e borders of the Pacific, the wonderful discoveries in California, 
and the consequent almost instantaneous creation of a mighty

Tho Woman's^ Educational and In- 
lustrlal union of Boston now in its 
wenty-second year has gathered many 
nterestlng facts in the course ot its In- 
vestigations. Two branches of this un- 
on are of especial Interest; the Domea- 
lo Reform league and the Housekeep- 
ng Department. In the first, the great 
>bject is to attract the workers from 
he shops and factories to domestic ser- 
vice. 
The second, prepares them for 


an intelligent performance of their du- 
les. .From their visits to the factories 
hey have gathered many Interesting 
statistics which' do not tend in any 
_reat degree toward the solution of the 
lomestlo problem. They 'have endeav- 
ored to discover the objections to house. 
vork and from the answer received 
hava deduced the following: First, the 
social stigma; second, the long hours; 
.bird, loss pf independence; fourth dl»- 
tke to women employers; fifth, lack of 
opportunities to rise; sixth, object to 
Sunday service. In fact, they \vould 
rather work for lower wage and get 
more of "life's satisfaction." 


Again, in looking over statistics, the 


absence of the American girl o; the 
Caucasian race, in domestic service, IB 
iQted. She is seldom found In that po- 
sition and moreover It seems, as long 
as the objections noted previously ex- 
st, «he will never be. found as a house* 
lold assistant save In 'her own home. 
To serve in any other, under existing 
conditions Is not according to her Ideas 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
The shop girl has 'her evenings and. 
Sundays, the factory girl Saturday af- 
ternoon in addition. The housemaid 
nas two hours on Thursday and usual- 
ly a part of Sunday afternoon and as a 
general thing, is not an absolutely free 
agent at any other time. Her, hour! 
range from 4:30 In the morning unt! 
midnight. Average number of hours on 
duty per day something over 13. 
The lack of system In the average 


home seems to be the greatest ob- 
stacle toward the settlement of this 
question which so vitally concerns the 
happiness of this nation. Each woman 
can help settle thisi matter by follow- 
ing the advice given the Jews when re- 
building the wall round about Jerusa- 
lem. Each one was Instructed to watch 
over against his own house. 
If ever the time comes when 
men can get the domestic machinery 
to running on schedule time So tha 
the maid's hours are reduced to a 
most 10 and one-half, and they are as 
free when off duty as the factory '0 
shop girl, and when the only require 
nients will be good character, pleasant 
disposition and general competency, 
then we shall have taught the opposite 
sex the' value of a woman's time, the 
maid, that under the regime/there will 
only be- a survival of th» fittest and 
all will experience the keenest satis- 
faction in having conducted the affairs. 
of .the household on a scientific busi- 
ness basis.

Just as long as the great horde 
of foreign immigrants are permitted to 
throng our cities, just so long must 
they be looked after and cared for. 
Much has been said previously In th s 


club concerning the women and chil- 
dren bread winners. Their condition In 
•he cities has been greatly benefited 
Jirough the efforts of the Consumers 
league, by the factory laws which lim- 
it the number of hours women and chil- 
dren may work, tho compulsory edu- 
cation law which compels' children to 
attend school a certain period each year 
Sp to the age of 14, by all the various 
clubs, college settlements, societies, in- 
stitutions and Individuals who are im- 
bued with th« idea that there is much 
to do and few to do It. 


Attention lately has been called to 
another class of women and children 
tollers besides those who Inhabit the 
cities, and they are our sisters who 
dwell in' rural homes. They do not re- 
ceive any compensation In. dollars, ana- 
cents for their work, yet they are a 
part of our great industrial system. 
As a. general thing they. have enough 
to sat and wear ana plenty, of fresh 
air but in some respects they lack the 
compensations of those herded together 
In the city. It la the 
isolation. • the 


monotony, the hard work, often a man s 
work, that nils our Insane asylums with 
farmers' wives. It is a most lament- 
able fact that there are more women 
from the farm and ranch in the insane 
asylums than from any other one oc 
cupation. 
It is not uncommon for the woman 
n the farm In the busy seasons to 
work 17 hours a day at continuous toil 
besides caring for the little one, that 
seems always present. Boys and girls. 
are put at work that would. well tax the 
strength of mature years. 
Before the surplus population In our 
cities can be turned toward the more 
Invigorating country, farm 
life 
will 
have to be njade attractive enough to 
hold the youth born and bred on Its 
broad acres nnd who now seek the 
over-crowded cities in vast numbers. 
There la no reason why 
farm life 
should not be ideal and like everything 
else at present there is a tendency 
towards a better and broader life for 
the farmer's wife and children. The 
Introduction of the modern creamery 
.with its numerous skimming stations, 
has relieved her of that great piece of 
drudgery, butter making. Then again, 
possibly, no one agency has done more 
to bring the women In the country into 
touch with the world's doings than the 
rural mall service. It Is a, great stimu- 
lus and has grown with marveloui 
rapidity.- Where hundreds of pieces of 
mail went out weekly, thousands now 
go dally. Letters, the dally , papers, 
market, reports, magazines and books 
are now frequent visitors.

It Is not necessary that they be 
of great area, but they must have art open 
situation and be provided with trees, foun- 
tains, benches and chairs, *o lhat. In win- 
ter, mothors can take their children there 
to enjoy the sunshine without having to 
go a great distance, and «o that, In the 
fine neason, they can all In the shade and 
sew during the. afternoon, after their 
household work Is done.

Sheriff Gilbert says he thinks the bones 
of millions of people must have been 
dumped into this place.

One of'the American reforms visited 


was the new leper asylum.

the Americans came to Ouba the lepers 
were allowed to go everywhere and beg 
for a IJvlng. Nofr they are being gath- 
ered into this asylum, which already 
contains 119 inmates. 


Many of the large sugar, tobacco and 


pineapple plantations near Havana were 
visited, and were found to be very in- 
teresting. The process of sugar mak- 
ing was followed through all its stages 
from the cutting. of the cane to the 
finished product. Pineapples, although 
they '. grow plentifully, cost fully as 
much as in the States, .and good cigars 
are nearly as expensive as here. 


The railroads have a very1 amusing 


way of switching car's, according to the 
American's point of view. 
A rope is 


attached to the car, and a yoke of oxen 
do the pulling. The railroad officials 
say that the method is much cheaper 
than using switch engines,' and that 
the work is Just as satisfactory. 
.- 


Burros afford the means of transpor- 


tation through the cities, and it is not 
unusual to see one of these animals so 
heavily laden that only the tip of his 
nose and the end of his tail are visible. 
A great deal of the milk supply is fur- 
nished by goats, which are driven from 
house to house. 


Sheriff Gilbert says that the natives 


look fairly prosperous, and that the 
wealthier classes are in'favor of an- 
nexation to the United States. The 
poor people look with suspicion.on the 
American, however, and think that he 
is Intending to rob there- 


One of the cheap things in Havana 


is hack hire. Persons can be taken to 
any part 'of the city for 20 cents, and 
two will be taken as cheaply as one. 
The weather was delightful during the 
whole trip, the thermometer never re& 
latering lower, than 82, and the experi- 
ence was most enjoyable.

An explosion of chemicals in a house 


at the corner of Walnut and Huerfano 
streets about 4 o'clock yesterday after- 
noon resulted in the death of a 4-year- 
old boy and Of his lather, W. E. Martin. 


Mr. Martin, who resided in a portable 


iouse, was engaged in the back room 
in:making a mixture of saltpeter and 
sulphur to be used in photographic 
work. 
His little 4-year-old boy was 


playing around the room. 
Mr. Mar- 


tin had often mixed the compound be- 
fore, and,' While he knew it was ex- 
plosive, had no fear of it under ordi- 
nary conditions. Suddenly, without the 
slightest .warning, there was a blind- 
ing flash and an explosion that could 
be heard for blocks. Mr. Martin and 
his boy -were

Mrs. Martin is left with a small

year-old boy. Willie Suggs secured a 
piece of. gas pipe at the chlorination 
works and, filling it up with powder, 
set it down beside the railroad tracks 
and put a match to it.

There Is no range, 
but a solid bank of ^rollers— immense 
gridirons, beneath which are the fires that 
never die. As for the 400 loaves of bread 
and 8,000 roles required dally, the "chef" 
does not worry his mind over the patent 
cutters and mixers and ovens and staff 
of bakers needed to supply the simple item 
of bread; or concern himself with the 
quality of the 1.100 pounds of butler that 
are each day required to go with it. Neith- 
er does he trouble himself with the pastry, 
where marvelous things are constructed of 
candies and creams and fruits—works of 
art, some of them entitled to "honorable 
mention" Vln ian academy of design. The 
patrons of the modern hotel arc fond of 
desserts, and the daily Item of 250 large 
pies convinces mo that a fair percentage 
•of them are native born. 


I must not forget the Item of eggs. 


Eighteen thousand are required every 24 
hours. Boiled eggs do not get overdone 
they are boiled by clock-work. A per- 
forated dipper containing the eggs drops 
down into boiling water. The dipper's 
clock-work Is set to the second, and when 
that final second has expired the little 
dipper Jumps up out of the water and 
the eggs are- ready for delivery. There 
are men who do nothing else, but fill and 
watch and •empty these dancing dippers 
and It seemed to me great 
fun.

GOLDEN CYCLE STRIKE 


Special to the Gazette. 


Cripple Creek, March 2.—It is learned 


from a reliable source that a large body 
of ore was encountered Saturday on 
the Golden Cycle property on Bull hill. 
If true, it is by far one of the most im- 
portant strikes made so far this year, 
and what it will eventually lead to is 
hard to tell. At present It looks very 
promising. The find consists of a large 
vein encountered while drifting from 
the shaft on the level at the 1,000-foot 
point, and it Is suid that from assays 
taken the ore runs In the neighborhood 
of five ounces and bettor in gold to the 
ton. Work on the vein Is in progress, 
where the men are pushing with all pos- 
sible speed, and it Is to be hoped that 
it will hold out us good as when it was 
first struck. 


The immediate neighborhood of Alt- 


man, 
on Bull hill, is being more active- 
ly prospected and worked, both by own- 
ers and lessees, than any other portion 
of the camp at present.

On the 
Free Coinage property, there are eight 
sets of lessees now operating, and sis 
of this number are making steady ship- 
ments.

What an example Governor Taft has 


set for patriotic youth for all time to 
come! A good student of the law and 
a successful judge, be had as the 
ambition of his life a seat an the su- 
preme bench of the United States. He 
waa in the direct line for such a pro- 
motion if vacancies should occur, when 
he was appointed chairman of the pres- 
ent Philippine commission. But from a 
sense of public duty he accepted the un- 
commonly difficult task of leading the 
Philippine peoples out of the chaos of 
war and ignorance to orderly govern- 
m!i',t' Wnen he accepted this post the 
difficulties were greater than 
beset 


any other public task that we had in 
hand. It was not clear what could be 
done. It was not even quite clear what 
we wished to do. Congress had enacted 
no Philippine legislation. 
The whole 


problem was yet a military one; and 
public opinion In the United States was 
divided. We were making our 
way 


through a fog. But Judge Taft, with 
his capable co-commissioners, took the 
task in hand and began the work of 
constructing an orderly government—of 
making a civilization where civilization 
had never been. What they have done 
is a great piece of constructive work 
and the first piece of such work that 
has been done by a democratic gov- 
ernor with an Asiatic population. 


When Governor Taft came home ill 


last year, he again consulted, not his 
personal comfort or safety, but only 
public duty, when he returned to his 
post. A few weeks ago the president 
offered him the appointment to the va- 
cancy on the supreme bench by the re- 
tirement of Justice Shlras, and his old 
ambition was at last within reach. But 
the whole people of the Philippines, 
as nearly as they can be represented 
by residents In Manila—English, Span- 
ish, Tagalog—made a great demonstra- 
tion to show their wish for him to re- 
main; and 6,000 Filipinos "of all polit- 
ical and religious parties," 
begged 


him to Ptay. He declined the appoint- 
ment and remains governor of the Phil- 
ippines. 


Judge Taft is yet young enough reas- 


onably to expect other opportunities to 
become a justice of the supreme court, 
but—without holding lightly the great 
lignlty and worth of the court—it may 
be said that his present post, since he 
las given it meaning and power. Is as 
lonorable and as important as any 
place in the public service. To build up 
at last a self-governing people out of 
the Philippine tribes Is 
constructive 


statesmanship of the highest kind. It 
s worth remembering that this great 
opportunity came to him simply be- 
cause he took up cheerfully the public 
task that was assigned to him.—(From 
the World's Work.

The Service of Governor Taft. 
What an example Governor Taft has 


set for patriotic youth for all time to 
come! A good student of the law and 
a successful judge, he had as the 
ambition of his life a seat an the su- 
preme bench of the United States. He 
waa in the direct line for such a pro- 
motion if vacancies should occur, when 
he was appointed chairman of the pres- 
ent Philippine commission. But from a 
sense of public duty he accepted the un- 
commonly difficult task of leading the 
Philippine peoples out of the chaos of 
war and ignorance to orderly govern- 
ment. When he accepted this post the 
difficulties- were greater than 
beset 


any other public task that we had in 
hand. It was not clear what could be 
done. It was not even quite clear what 
we wished to do. Congress had enacted 
no Philippine legislation. 
The whole 


problem was yet a military one; and 
public opinion in the United States was 
divided. We were making our 
way 


through a fog. But Judge Taft, with 
his capable co-commissioners, took the 
task in hand and began the work of 
constructing an orderly government—of 
making a civilization where civilization 
H»d never been. What they have done 
Is a great piece of constructive work 
and the first piece of such work that 
has been done by a democratic gov- 
ernor with an Asiatic population. 


When Governor Taft came home ill 
last year, he again consulted, not his 
persona] comfort or safety, but only 
public duty, when he, returned to his 
post. A few weeks ago the president 
offered him the appointment to the va- 
cancy on the supreme bench by the re- 
tirement of Justice Shiras, and his old 
ambition was at last within reach. But 
the whole people of the Philippines, 
as nearly as they can be represented 
by residents in Manila—English, Span- 
ish, Tagalog—made a great demonstra- 
tion to show their wish for him to re- 
main; and 6,000 Filipinos "of all polit- 
ical and religious parties," begged 
ihim to stay. He declined the appoint- 
ment and remains governor of the Phil- 
ippines. 


Judge Taft 'is yet young enough reas- 


onably to expect other opportunities to 
become a justice of the supreme court, 
but—without holding lightly the great 
dignity and worth of the court—it may 
be said that his present post, since he 
has given it meaning and power, is as 
honorable and as important as any 
place in the public service. To build up 
at last a self-governing people out of 
the Philippine tribes is 
constructive 


statesmanship of the highest kind. It 
Is worth remembering that this great 
opportunity came to him simply be- 
cause he took up cheerfully the public 
task that was assigned to him.—(From 
the World's Work.
